During the months of May and June 1946, the Russians dropped three groups of 
MGB agents in the vicinity of the Partisan Resistance Eft. Hie first group was 
dressed in Amerioan uniforms; the second wore British, and the third, Swedish 
uniforms. There were five man in each group. Equipment included snail arms 
Whea captured, each group in turn asked to be placed in contact 
with HQ, under pretence of cooperation. These attempts at penetration failed 
and all agents were promptly liquidated.
